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1. Claim 25 is objected to because of the following informalities: on line 4 of claim 25, 
"allow" should be -alloy--. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 21 is objected to under 37 CFR L75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim 21 merely repeats a limitation already recited in claim 20, from which claim 21 
depends, and therefore claim 21 fails to further limit the subject matter of claim 20. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Claims 25-29 are rejected vmder 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 25-29 are not adequately described in the original disclosure, nor are claims 25-29 
enabled by the original disclosure, since the original disclosure does not describe nor enable "the 
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infiltrated metal or [alloy] has a density distribution", since the metal or alloy itself does not 
possess a density distribution, as is now claimed in claim 25. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 16-19 and 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 16, line 4, "few pores" is of indefinite scope, since "few" is a relative term 
which renders the claim indefinite. The term "few" is not defined by the claim, the specification 
does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Claims 17-19 are rejected 
due to their dependence on indefinite claim 1 6. 

In claim 25, "the infiltrated metal or [alloy] has a density distribution" is indefinite since 
it is not clear how a metal or alloy may itself possess a density distribution. Claims 26-29 are 
rejected due to their dependence on indefinite claim 25. 

7. Claims 1-15 and 20-24 are allowed. 

Claims 16-19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a tire mold or process for 
manufacturing a tire mold wherein the tire mold comprises a plurality of mold elements which 
have fixed density in the thickness direction of the mold and differ from each other in density to 
provide a density distribution to the mold, and wherein at least part of a mold element for a tire 
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tread portion being made out of a sintered member and a mold element for the mating portions of 
the mold being made out of a member having fewer pores than the sintered member or no pores, 
as claimed in claims 1 and 16. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a process 
for manufacturing a tire mold comprising manufacturing at least part or all of a mold by a 
powder sintering method in which sinterable powders are heated and sintered to laminate layers, 
infiltrating a metal or alloy into the pores of the laminated sintered body of the mold, and 
controlling a density of the laminated sintered body by adjusting the infiltration of the metal or 
alloy, as claimed in claim 20. 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 16-19 and 25-29 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
